This scene, on which turns 
one of the masterpieces of our 
time, “The Old Man and the 
Sea,”’ is the basic thesis of 
Ernest Hemingway’s writings— 
which yesterday won for him the 
1954 Nobel Prize for Literature. 


Immortality 


He would have had it last 
year, said members of the 
Swedish Royal Academy of Lit- 
erature, but for the fact of Sir 
Winston Churchill’s tremendous 
series of wartime memoirs, 
The award comes to a man 
who, more than any other per- 
son, has influenced prose and 
fiction style in, this, the 20th 
Century. It is perhaps signifi- 
cant that it is the same theme 
—man’s immortality of spirit— 
which flows through the best 
books of William Faulkner. 
Faulkner’s latest book, ‘The 
Fable,” an allegory based on 
the Passion of Christ, closes 
with almost the same lines as 
Hemingway’s old Cuban fish- 
erman says out there in the 
lonely reaches of the sea when, 
at the moment of his life’s 
greatest achievement, the scav- 
engers and the fates begin to 
destroy it. 


Hemingway and Faulkner tow- 
er above their American con- 
temporaries as cathedrals rise 
above chapels. They qualify to 
stand with the great of other na- 
tions and with those of other by- 
gone years. 7 


“The Old Man and the Sea” 
is rich with symbolism. The 
best and most significant of it 
comes after the great fish is 
caught, after the great success 
of a humble life has been ruth- 
lessly destroyed, with the scav- 
enger pack coming in after the 
killer shark has struck first. It 
is so in the lives of men and 
nations. There always is the 
pack of jackals or scavengers. 


Starved, cruelly used, half de- 
lirious, the old man, defiant and 
proud, managed somehow to 
bring his boat to shore and reach 
his bed. There the young boy, 
who worshipped him, brought 
him love and loyalty, and the 
strength these qualities provide. 
Together they planned to go out 
again when the old man was 
well—the symbolic new life re- 
placing the old and taking with 
it the courage and integrity 
which the old man had ex- 
pressed through his life—man 
can be destroyed—but not de- 
feated. A man must express 
through his daily life what is 
within him—what sort of man 
he is. 


Hemingway 

Well, anyhow, it is good to 
have him win the Nobel Prize. 
And it is about time. Certainly, 
after ‘“The Sun Also Rises,’”’ “A 
Farewell to Arms,”’ ‘‘For Whom 
the Bell Tolls,”’ and ‘‘The Old 
Man and the Sea,’’ and— 

Assuredly after such short sto- 
ries as ‘The Killers,”’ ‘The 
Snows of Kilimanjaro,” “Big 
Two-Hearted River,” “‘The Un- 
defeated,” “A Pursuit Race,” 
“Fifty Grand,” ‘“‘My Old Man” 
—and many others as fine, the 
prize is both merited and be- 
lated. 

Hemingway is such a giant, in 
a fime when there are many 
pygmies about, that those who 
envy him cannot do so quietly, 
but must become - shrill and 
angry—and also revealing. (As 
they do about Faulkner.) 

If he does not get himself 
killed in some exploit on sea 
or land, there will be other books 
to come. At 56 the juices in 
him have not dried up. 

And so, we join in the salute 
to him—a really great writer,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 #—Tax law experts said today 
the Internal Revenue Service’s plan to indicate a taxpay- 
er’s income by colored stripes on his instruction form en- 
velope is probably not a federal law violation. 

They conceded that under the law, it is a crime for any 
official of the service to disclose the amount or source of 
a taxpayer’s income to anyone not authorized to receive 
such data by law.

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Ike Is a Reluctant 
Hunter of Dragons 


Clad in shining party armor President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower rides across the 
skies today seeking Democratic dragons 
to slay. 

We'll know the box score late 
Tuesday or early Wednesday. 

There seems to be no secret of the 
fact that the dragon hunter is a reluctant 
one. But he is playing the game as 
called by the party managers. 

Some months ago he said, with con- 
fidence, the administration would make 
no blanket endorsement of candidates, but 
would lift the sword only in behalf of 
those who supported the principles of the 
administration. 

Now, the party leaders, in a mild 
panic, have demanded’ he throw his yet 
immense personal popularity into the 
battle and, if he can, pull out a-victory. 
He is giving blanket endorsement and he 
doesn't like it. Party managers have 
made it clear that if the Republicans win 
control of the Congress, it will be a per- 
sonal victory for the President. And, in- 
evitably they have made it so that defeat 
will be described as a personal one. It is 
a chance all Presidents must take. 

So 

Nothing reveals the real Eisenhower 
better than a story from Washington by 
the New York Times’ astute and able 
James. Reston. He wrote, after the Presi- 
dent’s Wednesday press conference: 

The. paradox of the election campaign 
is that the central figure in the drama, 
President Eisenhower, still seems remote 
and vaguely annoyed by all the fuss 

‘‘He does his best to help the side. He 
recites his lines, and tries to be helpful. 
But even though he is now working on the 
campaign night and day, he still clearly 
regards it as a somewhat unpleasant duty 
intruding on more important things. 

“It was clear at his news conference 
Wednesday that he is not directing election 
strategy, as Presidents Truman and Roose- 
velt did before him, and what is even more 
surprising, that he is not even paying at- 
tention to the tactics of those who are di- 
recting the campaign. 

‘‘Almost a year ago, Eisenhower said 
he did not think Republicans and Demo- 
crats could live in fear of one another for- 
ever, and added that he hoped the wrangle 
between the parties over Communists in 
government would be a thing of the past by 
the time the election rolled around. 

“A reporter reminded him of this 
Wednesday and asked whether he had ap- 
proved the recent Republican strategy of 


next 


charging Democrats with being ‘soft on 
Communism.’ ... 
“With an air of astonishment, he told 


reporters that he hadn’t read the recent 
Republican speeches; that nobody had come 
to him about the details of their talks; that 
his colleagues knew what he believed, and 
that he supposed they were merely answer- 
ing questions or presenting the case as they 
saw it.’’ 

No one knows, of course, how people 
will vote. But Republican managers ad- 
mittedly are fearful and concerned. The 
President isn’t. 

We'll know late Tuesday night. 

Meanwhile, all the bird dogs seem to 
sniff out a Democratic trend. But, no 
one knows for sure about bird dogs any 
more. Do they prefer kennels or scratch- 
ing around for their food?

His reason for suspension was violation 
of training rules. 
Coming on the eve of the crucial 


game with Duke University, Coach Dodd's 
action reveals the courage and character 
that have made him one of the country’s 
great coaches. Team discipline is an es- 
sential without which no football eleven 
can succeed. The same rule applies in any 
organization. 

Permitted to continue, violations of 
training rules by a few soon spreads 
throughout the entire squad, destroying 
discipline and morale. If Coach Dodd had 
not taken action now, the entire team 
could have been ruined and perhaps next 
year's too. 

Tech alumni and fans have confidence 
in the judgment and ability of Bobby 
Dodd. They will know that what he_ has 
done is in the best interest of Tech foot- 
ball and the Tech student body and will 
commend him for this fine example. We 
join in congratulating him for his courage 
and forthrightness. 


School Efficiency Is 
The Goal They Seek 


More and more Georgia counties are 
beginning to realize that the system of 
electing county school superintendents by 
popular vote is not conducive to the best 
school administration. 

When boards of education are named 
by grand juries while the people them- 


selves choose the superintendent, the di- 
vision of authority and the difficulty of 
establishing responsibility makes for in- 
efficiency and confusion. 

Tuesday, Nov. 2, five counties will 
vote on amendments that would permit 
them to elect their boards of education 
by popular vote and to give the boards 
power to name the school superintend- 
ents. Qualifications for board members 
also would be laid down. 

Counties that already have made the 
change seem to find it more satisfactory. 
School superintendents are free to do the 
job of running the schools instead of en- 
gaging in politics with an eye to re- 
election. They are able to better advise 
the boards of education. They can make 
better use of school funds. ., 

Popular selection of superintendents 
often results in the voters choosing a man 
who 1s totally unfamiliar with school 
problems. Personal popularity with the 
voters is no indication of ability as a 
school administrator. 

The people of Bartow, Lincoln, Stew- 
art, Haralson and Gilmer counties will 
vote on amendments to change the old 
system. It indicates that Georgians gen- 
erally are looking critically at a situation 
that has not been too healthy for edu- 
cation.

Recognition Long Due 


Because of the care with which its se- 
lections are made, and also because of the 
integrity, experience and ability of its 
committee members, the Nobel Prize for 
Literature, as determined by the Swedish 
Royal Academy, is accepted internation- 
ally as the highest award a writer may 
receive. 

Ernest Hemingway is announced as 
the winner of the 1954 award. 

His influence on fiction patterns and 
prose style has been greater than that of 
any other writer in our time. He is, 
along with William Faulkner, the Missis- 
sippian, a writer of international stature. 
We think the award long has been due 
him, and join in congratulations now that 
it finally has arrived. 

A living legend, a highly controver- 
sial figure, he excites either intense ad- 
miration or fierce opposition. It is sig- 
nificant that he and Faulkner excite the 
most angry, envious criticism, but are 
recognized everywhere as the two most 
able writers of our country and age.

The Parched Land Cries 


For Water Conservation 


First the drought seared the farmers 
and now its effects are being felt in rela- 
tively weatherproof occupations. 

Alabama Polytechnic Institute, much 
better known as Auburn, temporarily has 
dismissed its 7,000 students due to a 
water shortage. A lake, the school’s nor- 
mal source of supply, has gone dry. So 
have all sources of reserve’ supply. 
Classes will be resumed on completion of 
an emergency pipeline that will tie in 
with the water system at Opelika, seven 
miles away. 

The drought has become the dominant 
fact of life in this area. First, the crops 
went, and then water supplies of cities 
and towns began to fail. Farmers have 
been selling cattle at distress prices be- 
cause their springs and wells have dried 
up. The Civil Defense organization has 
moved in in a number of cases to help 
augment the dwindling reservoirs of com- 
munities both large and small. 

It was a summer and fall of trial and 
tribulation in rural areas. The trouble 
has spread to urban sections, whose citi- 
zens are accustomed to taking an unlim- 
ited water supply for granted. 

The drought more than ever has em- 
phasized the great need for the conserva- 
tion of water. It is our most important 
resource, but p®obably one of the most 
neglected. 

Our rivers are undisciplined and their 
energy wasted. Their potential as sup- 
pliers of power, transportation, and just 
plain water for drinking and irrigation is 
enormous. Out of the tragedy of this 
drought may come some good, the con- 
version of our rivers from untamed wa- 
ter courses into servants of man, and the 
proper conservation of our water sup- 
plies.

The Soul’s Value 
Is Often Ignored 


In this column this week we are taking a spir- 
itual journey through the writings of John Bunyan, 
and a rewarding journey I find it to be for myself. 


Of prayer he writes: ‘Prayer is as the pitcher that fetcheth 


' water from the brook, therewith to water the herbs: break the pitcher 


and it will fetch no water, and for want of water the garden withers. 


“Before you enter into prayer, 
ask thy soul these questions: To 
what end, O my soul, art thou re- 
tired into this place? Art thou not 
come to discourse the Lord in 
prayer? Is he present, will he hear 
thee? Is thy business slight, is it 
rot concerning the welfare of thy 
soul? What words wilt thou use 
to move him to compassion?”’ 

Of faith and hope, I have not 
found better insights than these 
from Bunyan: ‘Faith believes the 
truth of the word, hope waits for 
the fulfilling of it. Faith lays hold 
of that end of the promise that is 
next to us, to wit, as it is the 
Bible; hope lays hold of that end 
of the promise that is fastened to 
the mercy-seat. For the promise 
is like a mighty cable that is fast- 
ened by one end to a ship, and 
by the other to the anchor. 

“The soul is the ship where 
faith is, and to which the hither 
end of the cable is fastened; but 
hope is the anchor that is at the 
other end of this cable, and ‘which 
entereth into that within the veil.’ 

“Thus faith and hope getting 
hold of both ends of the promise, 
they carry it safely all the way.”’ 

Especially do I like this com- 
ment of Bunyan’s on the value of 
the soul: ‘Suppose a prince, or 
some great man, should on a sud-

den descend from his throne or 
chair of state, to take up, that he 
might put in his bosom, something 
that he has espied lying trampled 
under the feet of those that stand 
by; would you think that he would 
do this for an old horseshoe, or 
for so trivial a thing as a pin or 
a point? 

“‘Nay, would you not even your- 
selves conclude that that thing for 
which the prince, so great a man, 
should make such a stoop, must 
needs be a thing of very great 
worth? 

“Why, this is the case of Christ 
and the soul. Christ is the prince, 
his throne is in heaven, and as 
he sat there he espied the souls 
of sinners trampled under the foot 
of the law of death for sin. Now 
what doth he, but comes down 
from his throne, stoops down to 


‘the earth, and there, since he could 


not have the trodden-down souls 
without price, he lays down his 
life and blood for them.”’ 


Reading that very clear explana- 
tion and realizing that I possess 
one of the souls Christ stooped 
down to earth in order to put into 
bis bosom and laid down his life 
to redeem, gives me a new sense 
of my own personal worth and 
makes me love and appreciate my 
Saviour above all things else.

SAVANNAH, Oct. 28 (#—The 
biennial congress of the Greek 
Orthodox Church of the Americas 
voted Thursday to undertake sev- 
eral major projects and to con- 
vene the 1956 congress in Wash- 
ington, D.C., at a date to be de- 
cided upon later. 


Delegates pledged more than) ; 


$42,000 Thursday afternoon after 
the congress had voted to under- 
take a nationwide campaign to 
raise two million dollars for the 
rebuilding of the ecumenical pa- 
triarchate at Istanbul, Turkey. 
The patriarchate is the seat of 
the Greek Orthodox Church. 


The congress also voted unani- 
mously to establish in Athens, 
Greece, an institution to be called 
“home of the American Greek 
Orthodox’ ’at a cost of a million 
dollars. The home will house 
Americans of the Greek Orthodox 
faith who are in Greece as stu- 
dents or tourists. 

Another project agreed upon 
was the establishment of a Greek 
Orthodox charities department at 
archdiocese headquarters in New 
York. A spokesman said the new 
department will concern itself 
with nationwide fund-raising cam- 
paigns on behalf of charitable in- 
stitutions operated by the church.

The most seductive words any sign painter or printer can 
offer the reading public, to my mind, are these: ‘You, too, 
can. ...’’ No matter what it is—be your own decorator, grow 
orchids, become a millionaire or sell fruit cakes for a living—I 
always perk up and think, ‘Well, why not?” 

But the most seductive sign of all is, ‘‘You, too, can be an 
artist.” And, alas, it ain’t so. Few indeed of the ones who 
apply color to canvas are the ones who become memorable 


painters. 


If they said, “You, too, can have some fun with pictures,” 
that would be more nearly the truth. And if you happened to turn 
out creditable works of art, that would be all to the good. 

One of the most interesting examples of the “You, Too, Can’”’ 
school is the Atlanta Water Color Club, whose works many of 
us will be studying with interest at exhibits around town during 
American Art Week, which starts Monday. (There'll be a small 
water color exhibit at the Atlanta Public Library and another 
larger one on the second floor of Binder’s on Broad street.) 


Members of the Atlanta Water Color Club include many first- 
rate professional artists but the club is well leavened by a lib- 
eral sprinkling of teachers, clerks, professional men and women, 
housewives and young people who paint for the sheer pleasure it 
affords them. 

“Water color is not an easy medium for the amateur,” re- 
marked Bill Persa, an advertising agency art director and a 
member in good standing in the Water Color Club. “If you make 
a mistake in color or in value you can’t go over it, as you can 
in oils. Because the best thing about water color is the rightness 
of the quality of color—the transparency. But people who like 
water colors don’t mind the hazards. They work pretty hard at 
it and most of them are willing to spend time ang effort on 
training.”’ 

3ecause most of the water colorists earn their living sOme 
other way, they are essentially a group of Sunday painters and 
their social life consists mainly of sitting on a hill somewhere 
painting a picture. 


“We like field trips,” said Mr. Persa. ‘“‘Every summer we 
plan a few for the entire membership of the club. That means 
packing lunches and making a day of it.” 

Each member of the club has been asked to submit three 

paintings for the Art Week exhibits and from that number a right 
remarkable group has been selected. They range from strict 
realism, which, I learn from Mr. Persa, means painting a house 
so it looks like a house, to abstracts and impressionists. (I 
forgot to find what these mean but one of these days I’m going 
to.) 
. The club is not club-like in the usual sense. It has no offi- 
cers and little business except painting. Once a month the group 
assembles at the public library for a meeting and those who 
have new pictures bring them along to have them criticized. 

The result of these sessions should be well worth a look to all 
the Atlantans who are going around looking at pictures during 
the coming week. I can hardly wait because it may really be 
true that 1, too, can.
